Hans] Bluwn Down And Mam 
Locomotives Wrecked, 


Pcoria. 111.. June 11.—The 
double 


storm which struck Peoria 
at 
ttjn 


o'clock last night and again about two 
o'clock this morning was the worst 
which Contra! Illinois has experienced 
since 1S45. The rain fell in torrents 
and the damimage done by the high 
winds cannot be estimated 
at 
this 


time. Probably the worst damage to 
property was caused at Kingston Mine, 
a small mining town twenty miles be- 
low Peoria. Three persons were killed 
outright and ten were injured, three 
fatally. The Peoria and Pekin Union 
round house was blown down and thir- 
teen locomotives owned by the Illinois 
Central, two by the Iowa Central, four 
by the Toledo, Peoria and Western 
and five by the Big Four were almost 
totally wrecked. Shortly after eleven 
o'clock a report reached the police 
that the people at Dry Hun were In 
danger of drowning. Howboals worn 
at once hauled to the scene and the 
police took twelve persons from their 
homes. They were standing c/n pianos, 
with the water almost up 
to their 


necks. 
All communication with 
the 


outer world was cut off for more than 
twelve hours and it was almost noon 
today before a wire could be secured 
between Pcoria and Chicago and St. 
Louis. A tugboat and a steam launch 
which have been plying here have 
disappeared and it is believed they arc 
at the bottom of Peoria lake. Their 
pilots have not been seen.

The current American Economist 


prints the text of an address delivered 
by its editor, T. Z. Cowles, before the 
Society of 1'olltlcal Inquiry at Morris- 
town, N. J., which contains much food 
for reflection and deserves the special 
attention of that cla&s of Republicans 
who are protectionists only In jears of 
adversity. 
Every paragraph, almost 


every line, is filled with warnings 
against the dangers of the path the 
Republican lenders seem bent on tread- 
Ing, and there are reminders in abun- 
dance of the fatal folly which plunged 
the country into the slough of deprcs- 
bion In tbe years following the election 
In 1892. 


Mr. Cowles charged in his address 


that the American people are taking 
undue liberties with prosperity. He is 
right. Nothing seems so clear to the 
student of the political history of the 
United States as that this is the case. 
Whenever in the past our lawmakers 
interfered with the tariff during peri- 
ods of business activity the result 
proved disastrous to the country. It is 
not necessary to cite the nn nerous in- 
stances of the setting back or the hand 
on the dial of progress in this country. 
'1 hey are well known to those who 
havo the fortunes of the nation in 
their keeping; but, singularly enough, 
all experience Is ignored by alleged 
statesmen and party leaders, aud if 
they whose business it is to keep such 
things in mind can so easily forget it 
IK not wonderful that the people should 
do the same. 


American experience comes near jus- 


tifying tbe assumption that a people 
muy become drunken with prosperity, 
it has so frequently, happened that the 
electors of tbe United States have de- 
liberately violated the excellent precept 
of letting well enough alone that there 
is ground for the belief that there is 
something unstable in the character of 
the people. In other countries a policy 
which htutCRiuen think has contributed 
to national prosperity is eluiig to with 
tenacity. Here, with a celerity which 
Is beginning to stamp us as frivolous, 
we desert a tried and proved policy for 
tho mere love of change. 
j 


It is wise for those who fear impend- 


ing dlRauter to lift up their voices in 
warning against the danger of "taking 
liberties with prosperity." The editor i 
of the organ of the American Protec- 
tive Tariff league has done well to pro- 
test against the mountebanks In and 
out of congress who advocate tinkering 
with the tariff by means of reciprocity 
treaties and other dcUces. The plain 
truth is that most of those men nre 
Ignoramuses*, v> ho pose as protection- 
ists on the CM: of an election, but who 
really know as little of the true prin- 
ciples underlying the policy as a pig 
docs of Latin. If they Mere subjected 
to an examination one-fourth as rigor- 
ous us that which un applicant for an 
Infeiior place in the civil service must 
puns through, their Ignorance of the 
bubject would be exposed. They are 
blind leaders of the blind, and there 
will be little to wonder at should they 
lead the nation into a pitfall.

OF RECIPROCITY. 


Dominion Honne ot Commons Con- 


vinced That Domc»tlc Industrie* 
Cannot Be Built Up ThcoxiKU 
Com- 


petition 1>y ForelKa Manufacturer*. 
Canada'^ house of commons has late- 


ly defeated the resolution offered by 
Mr. Borden calling for higher protec- 
tion and also for reciprocal trade witu 
the empire.

mports from Great Britain. The first 
iialf of the proposition negatives the 
second half und vice versa. Certainly 


'anadlnns could not bold tho Canadian 
market and at the same time give it 
away. If British goods were to be ad- 
mitted at a reduced tariff rat" iii re- 
turn for n British preferential rate on 
Canadian wheat, the Canadian wheat 
grower would profit to the extent of 
the concession in his behalf. But what 
of the Canadian manufacturer? Can- 
ada is trying to build up her domestic 
manufacturing industries. She cannot 
do that by lowering duties on competi- 
tive manufactures from England. Slu- 
could of course sell her wheat for u 
higher price, but she would take her 
pay in manufactured goods, and her 
domestic manufactures would sutler 
accordingly. 


The defeat of Mr. Borden's~ resolution 


would seem to denote that the true in- 
wardness of reciprocity is better un- 
derstood in Canada than it is by many 
people on our side of the boundary.

before congress tbe eight hour bill 
means most to tbe mechanics and la- 
borers of tbis country. 


It has many enemies, who are strong- 


ly in evidence at every meeting of the 
labor committee with tbe same old 
arguments which were opposed to a 
twelve hour day and afterward to au 
eight hour day. 


lu particular tbe great steelmaking 


nnd shipbuilding interests are com- 
bined to defeat the bill, while on Ha 
side, organized labor Is- straining every 
nerve to bring about the passage of the 
measure. 


A glance backward over the last for- 


ty years of congress will show, how- 
ever, tbat tbe new bill which organized 
labor is so anxious to see passed is but 
one of a series of similar bills which 
have already become laws. So far back 
as 1808 a bill was passed limiting a 
day's work for all laborers, workmen 
and mechanics employed by or on be- 
half of the government to eight hours. 
The year 1891 saw another bill passed 
covering precisely tbe same ground, 
making two bills that congress has 
passed since the civil war for the pur- 
pose of restricting to eight hours the 
working day of mechanics and others 
employed by or for the government. 


The hope for organized labor clearly 


lies not in getting new laws passed, 
but in enforcing those already passed. 
Congress has already defined and lim- 
ited the working day of the mechanics 
and laborers In the employ, directly or 
Indirectly, of the government, and it 
is idle to insist on a repetition of a rep- 
etition, which is all the proposed bill 
would be should it become law. 


If tho act of 1802 is bad, repeal it 


and put a better one in its place. If it 
is good, enforce it. 


Since 1892 tho following ships have 


been built for the government on a 
ten hour scale: Alabama, Illinois, Iowa,

There has been no pretense of con- 


forming to the act of 1892, nor has 
there been the pretext of war or dis- 
aster to tbe n.ivj to demand rush 
work. 
Yet it is useless for the men 


who have been imposed on and whoso 
rights congress has vainly attempted 
to defend by making laws to carry 
their case to the courts. 


In the supreme court of the United 


States they would certainly be defeat- 
ed, as other men with similar cases 
have been defeated. 


This must always be the case so long 


as the justices of the supreme court 
are appointed, not elected. 
The su- 


preme court has the power to nullify 
every act of congress by pronouncing 
it unconstitutional. 


The people can never call its mem- 


bers to account for their incompetcncy 
until the office of justice of the su- 
preme court is changed from a life of- 
fice, responsible to the president alone, 
to an elective office, responsible to the 
people and deriving its responsibility 
from them.—Patrick Brady in New 
York News.

Dowey is president, supply officers to 
the board of inspection and survey 
when the latter 
board has

spection work to perform. 


This will enable a decrease in the 


mombeiship of the, board of inspection 
and survey, and the officers who can 
thus be spared will be ordered to sea. 
The naval 
examining 
and 
retiring 


board will be continued a.s a single 
board, and when it is necessary to ex- 
amine a captain for promotion to flag 
rank three rear admirals on duty in 
Washington will be assembled. 


Secretary Moody has other plans 


under consideration loi obtaining ad- 
ditional officers for duty afloat, and 
these include a reduction in the force 
of ollicers attached to each bureau ol 
the navy department. Hitherto, chiefs 
ot bureaus desiring additional assis- 
taiico preferred tin ir it-quests to the 
chief of the 
burr an ot 
navigation. 


Rear Admiral Taylor will now advise 
that they must make their applications 
to the secretary, with such reasons as 
they may have. 


The secretary's action will not meet 


with the general aprpoval of naval ot- 
flcers who insist that there is ample 
duty in the 
department and 
on the 


several boards lor every office r de- 
tailed to them. The secretary's ex- 
perience in congress and his examina- 
tion of the naval list since he has been 
in Washington, has satisfied him that 
there are too many officers in the na- 
tional capital, and he believes that the 
Intelests of the service' require their 
'I-tail lo ships either in commission 
or to be placed in acti\c service for 
participation in the fall and winter 
manoeuvres.

The slate law contains a 
distinct provision that children under 
twelve years shall not be employed in 
any store or factory within the slate. 
Another provision is that nil children 
under that age shall attend school at 
least six;.y days in each year. 


Both laws are openly violated in the 


glass districts under peculiarly revolt- 
ing conditions. 


Boys of nine, ten and eleven years, 


hardly able to crawl by reason of their 
bodily weakness, are made to work ten 
and often fourteen hours a day at labor 
from which a strong man might well 
recoil. 


Think of a boy of nine, weak, puny 


stunted, living amid surroundings not 
the most favorable, dragged from his 
bed at 0 o'clock in the morning and an 
hour later given a seat within two 
feet of a glass furnace, the beat of 
which is so great that no thermome- 
ter is made that will record the tem- 
perature. and then compelled to sit for 
live weary hours bending his body 
backward and forward every fifteen 
seconds as he closes the molds for 
blowers who work just above him! 


Midway between 7 and 12 o'clock, 


through the tender consideration of the 
factory owner, he is allowed to have a 
recess of ufteen minutes, and this he 
spends, not in resting, as one might 
suppose, but carrying in four or five 
pails of water averaging in weight ten 
pounds each for tho use of the blowers 
when the recess is over. 


Then the lad returns to work again. 


Flo is allowed an hour for his dinner, 
when he once more begins the steady 


, being released finally at 5 o'clock 


for the day. 


During the dinner hour he ciirrir- 


•water, and he must also have a fresh 
supply on hand when the workday be- 
gins at 7 a. m., which means that he 
must bo at the factory at U:oO every 
morning. 


Most of these boys live in the- coun- 


try. eight and ten miles from the fac- 
tory. The strike which has been run- 
ning against the More Jonas factories 
in llridgcton and at Minotola has tenv 
porarily released all of tbe available 
boys in the towns, and the factor} 
owners have been compelled to go ou 
into the farming districts to secure 
their prey. The boys either ride into 
town every morning of they walk, sc 
that here 5s an additional tax upoi 
their strength. 
' The result is a constantly pro win 
generation of lads who are stunted ii 
size, stoop shouldered, spiritless, vcrl 
table gnomes in appearance and, worst 
than all, taken practically from then 
mothers' hearts and put to work, thoj 
are deprived absolutely of all odnca 
tional advantages and are growing up 
in dire ignorance. Three out of live of 
them do not know their names when 
they see them In print. 


Mrs. Lamphere, a woman who has 


devoted most of her time to amelio- 
rating the conditions, is authority for 
the statement that many of the chil- 
dren are absolutely ignorant of what 
their names are and will refer you to 
their parents and bosses when asked. 


This, then, is the situation in a seem- 


ingly prosperous section of one of the 
oldest and most enlightened states in 
tho Union. 


The clearest explanation of the many 


by which the glass factory owners seek 
to excuse the use of child labor is per- 
haps that of George S. Bncon. general 
manager of the Whitnll-Tntum mills, 
at Millville. N. J., where some effort 
Is made to live up to the requirements 
of the la\v. 


Mr. Bacon made no effort to conceal 


tho fact that the use of child labor was 
simply and solely because it was cbc.ip-

sistent effort ia made hy the union 
shops to enforce the law than else- 
where. 


Not nil of tho children have boon de- 


prived of educational advantages ei- 
ther, though most of them have. 
' 


The ofl'cndlns factory owners will 


point to the night schools which have 
been opened for the boys if you at 
tack them upon that ground, but when 
a ten, an eleven or a twelve year old 
ioy has been on his feet from 5:1)0 or 
G a. m. until 0:30 or 7 p. in., ho is in no 
condition to attend night school. 


Moreover, these boys alternate on 


night and day work. One week a bo> 
works all day, the next he works all 
night, so tkat it is impossible for him 
to secure consecutive weeks of school- 
ing. Generally the lad is so completely 
tired out when his day's work is done 
that he falls exhausted in the most 
available spot and sleeps like ati ani- 
mal until morning. 


Chore is a case on record of an Ital- 


ian lad who, tired out after a day's 
work, fell exhausted on the railroad 
tracks at Minotola, where he slept until 
a train turned his sleep into death. This 
little fellow was only ten years old, 
and he had been working with the 
blast furnace for more than two yean. 


Though Italians are slowly creeping 


into the glass business, most of tho 
lads who are held in tills bondage are 
Americans of an average nge of elevn

The Pilots' TVew IJonl. 


The New York and New Jersey Pilots' 


association, one of the most thrifty or- 
ganizations of wage earners in or 
around New York, launched a second 
steam pilotboat for service off Sandy 
Hook a few days ago. It was christen- 
ed New Jersey by Miss Bessie Uvown, 
daughter of the shipbuilder at Totten- 
ville. 
It is tho consort of the New 


York, built five- years ago by the pilots' 
association at a cost of $83,000. The 
total cost of the New Jersey when fullj 
fitted out for duty will approximate 
$75,0<JO. 


ThcM' two steam vessels, supplement- 


ing it fleet of seven schooners, arc the 
property' of the pilots' association, 
whoso officers say that they ;ire aim- 
ing at the best possible service to the 
shipping interests of this port and are 
not only substituting steam for sail as 
fast as their funds will permit, hut in- 
tend to equip the two steam pilotbontH 
with the wireless system of telegraphy 
when practicable. 


Although not to he classed with the 


militant trades unions, the pilots' as- 
sociation is considered an influential 
factor In the organized labor move- 
ment, it having been quietly connected 
with tho Knights of Labor for twenty 
odd years, always responding to calls 
for fraternal assistance, but never ask- 
ing anything in return except good 
and fellowship.

from which they hauled the coal to

charges m a prohibitive price. It was 
the policy of conllscation and was suc- 
cessful. 
MlnoK and coal lands were 


sold by their owners to the railways. 
The sales were !\>ived sales. 


There art,' more mines thnn are need- 


ed to supply the coal that is required 
by consumers at the high prices charged 
for it. The result is that the output of 
Him various mines is limited according 
to an agreement among the mine oper- 
ating companies. Mines are shut down 
part of the year. That throws the 
miners out of work. By the encourage- 
ment of foreign immigration into the 
mining districts the coal companiis 
supplied themselves with more labor 
than they need. They made laboi 
cheap. They have paid low wages and 
have made many charges against the 
men, such as those for rent, powder 
for blasting (a f-luuneful overcharge), 
doctors' services (whether required or 
not), oil for lamps and provisions from 
company stores. In 1000 the United 
Mine Workers of America organised 
the anthracite coal miners and brought 
on a great strike lasting forty-two days 
and resulting in a substantial victory 
for the men. Some of tho old bith r 
wrongs were righted. 


Other wrongs remain. Wages aio 


fearfully low. Woik is precarious. The 
miner can barely live on what he i.s 
permitted to earn. Meanwhile the price 
of anthracite coal to the consumer \\-.\t 
risen enormously. The coal monopoly 
working under an ironclad agreement, 
absorbs the great profits and hides 
them away tinder tricky bookkeeping 
hy which 40 per cent or mure of the 
selling price of coal disappears as 
freight charges, paid by the monopoly 
to itself. These charges are wildly un- 
reasonable. 
Meanwhile the minor is 


permitted to dig when the mine Is not 
shut down by agreement, making a 
bare living, lie costs so little that the 
coal monopoly does not have to I in 
prove its methods. It can continue l<i 
uso obsolete machinery ami do its 
work In a wasteful manner because 
men are MO cheap. 


The coal trust pays Its men on :ri 


average .yi.'jy a day. 
As the mine!* 


arc employed only a part of the time, 
the figures do Mot faitly represent what 
their waiu'H are In proportion to their 
living expenses. 
Last year, which lh 


said to ha\c been a good year for tin- 
miners, they were employed only JIM 
days, which means that their acUi.1,! 
yearly earnings calculated by the d::y 
amounted tn less than SO cents. 
In 


ISO!) the average number of working 
days was ISO. A recent estimate placi H 
the average earning capacity of a mm 
or for a year at $U13. Out of this stun 
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er, and yet Mr. Bacon was very em- 
phatic in declaring that he would not 
want any sons of his, even at the age 
of twelve, to enter the glass factories. 
When asked what would be done if the 
minimum age at which children could 
be employed was raised to sixteen 
years, he said: 


"1 suppose wo would try to meet the 


condition, but to raise the age would 
make it more costly to make glass. The 
older the boys the bigger the waj-.es we 
would havo to pay them, and this is the 
situation In a sentence. The proprie- 
tors of the glass factories say that tl'.oy 
must bavo boys to do tho work, be- 
cause men can't do It, because men arc 
too tall to do the constant bending 
made necessary and because the boys 
are more active and agile." 


But In other states where glass is 


largely made, in Indiana and In New 
York, where the age limit is higher 
than in New Jersey, grown boys and 
full grown men do the work and do it 
•s acceptably.

the boys can bo secured for from 57 to 
62 cents per day, while men would 
nave to be pnld from SI to $1.50.

Toronto Palntora 
Win. 


The lirst victory in the general move- 


ment this year among the building 
tradeu in Toronto for an advance in 
wages und shorter hours may be said 
to belong to the Painters and Decora- 
tors' union. The agreement which has 
boon signed is to cover a period of one 
year and provides for the recognition 
of eight hours as a day's work for five 
days in the week and four hours on 
Saturdays. While eight hour day agree- 
ments ha\e been won in cities on the 
other side of the national boundary, 
they seldom provide for or recognize 
the Saturday half holiday. This is an 
institution, in fact, which is scarcely 
known outside of England and Canada. 
In respect to working hours generally 
the workers in the United States are 
at least thirty years behind the times. 
In Australia, New Zealand, Canada 
and Great Britain the wage earners 
are away ahead in general working 
conditionsof their fellows in the Status, 
though the rate of wnge in dollars and 
cents may not, as a rule, be so high in 
the old as in the newer countries.— 
Buffalo News.
